The central 
dial, New York, has its pointers at meridian, 
and the hands om the other dials show the 
time of day, at that moment, in the respec- 
tive cities indicated. Thus, in the cities to 
the Eastward of New York, the clocks are 
faster, and those to the Weetwari, slower. 
For example, when it is 12 o’clock, noon, in

Kexrise Fens tx Sumuza.—Abdout the Ist of 
April, or on the approach of warm weather, 
lightly whip, comb and brush your furs till 
they are perfectly tree from dast, sprinkle 
them with a little spirits of any kind, and wrap 
them in clean linen. Put them im « tight box 
or drawer, and keep them from the air as mach 
as possible. In this sitaation they may remain 
ten or fifteen days, when they ought to be ex- 
amined, and the whipping, combing and brush- 
ing repested. 

The insects most destructive to furs, are, 
first, the black bag which infests smoked 
meats, kc. It appears and deposits eggs carly 
im the spring. This kind of moth does not eat 
the far, but preys altogether on the skin. 
Next, the small ash colored miller, whieh pro- 
duces the moth that destroys ali kinds of 
woollen stuffs, and may be seen hovering sbout 
the candle on a summer evening. This kind 
particularly preys upon and destroys the furs, 
and ought to be most guarded against, also the 
mite, which are very numerous. They appear 
and are searcely perceptible to the 
They subsist upon and destroy the 
Sbrous membrane which attaches the fur to the 
skin. Hence the practice of sunning and air- 
ing furs is highiy prejudicial, tor as insects fly 
about in the air, it not only affords them an op- 
portunity of getting in and breeding, but the 
warmth of the sun nourishes and supports 
them, and at the same time spoils the color 
and destroys the life and beauty of the fur. 





Coarse furs—such as bear and buffalo skins 
may be preserved by beating them well in the 
spring, and headilug them up in an air-tight 
spirit cask, which had been recently emptied 
Especial care must always be taken to have 
fors, woollens, kc., clean and free from in- 
sects when they are put up for the season—and 
pO means are adequate to the preservation of
